ALBERTA NEEDING © 
14,000 HARVESTERS 


Winnipeg, July 27.—Representatives 
of various governments and organiza- 
tions met in the office of C. EB, Mc- 
Pherson, assistant passenger traffic 
manager, Canadian Pacific railway, on 
Friday morning, when a conference 
was held in connection with the bring- 
ing to the prairies of harvest help. 
The final estimate made was that 
69,000 men would be needed to garner 
the season’s crop. Of this total it 
was stated that 18,000 men would be 
supplied locally, 6,000 would be sent 
east from British Columbia, while the 
remainder would be provided from 
Eastern Canadian points. 

Manitoba will require 14,000 men, 
4,000 to be found locally, Saskatche- 
wan 41,000 with 5,000 locally, and Al- 
berta 14,000, with 4,000 locally. 

August 13 is to be set for the first 
trainload of harvesters to reach Win- 
nipeg from the east, the initial con- 
tingent consisting of 9,000 men. Four 
days later a second batch of 4,000 will 
follow to be succeeded by 8,000 on 
August 20, The balance will arrive 
before the end of September, it is 
stated. 


Faces A Serious Charge 


Nick Senetchko, of this district, was 
arraigned on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter before Magistrate Primrose in the 
Edmonton police court Wednesday 
morning as a result of the accident 
which occurred on the Calgary trail 
on the outskirts of Edmonton on the 
evening of July 15 in which Mary 
Ronko, eleven years of age, came to 
her death. The trial was adjourned 
for a week in order to permit the 
crown to further investigate the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

A coroner's jury inquiring into the 
death of the Ronko girl brought in a 
verdict of death ag the result of an 
unavoidable accident, but as evidence 
adduced by the crown indicated Sen- 
etcho ‘was under the influence of li- 
quor at the time the accident occur- 
red, and also that the condition of 
the brakes on the car which he was 
driving when the child was struck 
down was unsatisfactory, the crown 
refused to let the case rest without 
further investigation. — Leduc Repre- 
sentative.

NEW TERMINAL 
ELEVATOR WILL 
BE BUILT SOON 


The building of a new private ter- 
minal elevator for the Edmonton Ter- 
minal Grain Company, limited, on the 
Hudson's Bay reserve, is now being 
rushed ahead. CC. P. Wilson, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
company, stated on Monday that it is 
intended to have the house completed 
in time for the grain crop this fall. 

This new elevator is being built 
near the intersection of 121st street 
and the C.N.R, track, and the cost 
will be around $42,500, inclusive of 
building and installation of machinery 
costing $25,000. 

Mr. Wilson says that the plant is 
to be completed by October 1, and it 
will have a handling capacity of from 
fifteen to twenty cars a day, and 
storage for 120,000 bushels. In its 
daily operations the plant will unload, 
clean and condition grain that will 
again be made ready for shipment.— 
Journal, 


NATIONAL IN MARKET 
FOR WAINWRIGHT OIL 
Edmonton, July 27.—According to 

authentic information received Satur- 

day evening, the Canadian National 
railway will be in the market for the 
greater part of the British Petrolems 

Limited oil from the Wainwright field. 

This information was divulged Satir- 

day when a meeting of one of the 

large sil compiny officials was held 

How much oil the railway company 
would use was not mentioned but ap- 
proximate figures were given and they 
were 10,000 barrels a month. How cor: 
rect this figure is, is not known, but 
there is every reason to believe that 
the order will be in this neighbor- 
hood. 

Another order that will more likely 
be coming to the British Petroleums 
Limited is possible from the Imperial 
Oil company, who will most likely 
take a great quantity of oil from No. 
3-B well. The Imperial Oil needs this 
grade of oil to mix with their gaso- 
line that is being taken from the Tur- 
ner Valley field. The gravity of one 
Turner Valley well is .738, and gaso- 
line to be used in automobiles should 
be from .60 to .62. Mixing this oil 
from No. 3-B the gravity at the Turner 
Valley well could be reduced to the 
proper grade.

Highway Official States His 
Plans at Sunshine Trail 
Convention 


Sweetgrass, Montana, July 28.—By 
1928 gravelled highways forming the 
main artery of motor traffic in Alber- 
ta will be extended from the U.S. 
boundary line to Edmonton, according 


to a statement made by A C. David- 
son, commissioner of highways in the 
province, at the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the Alberta-Montana Sunshine 
trail highway association, here yester- 
day. 

The commissioner did not give this 
as a positive assertion, but he pointed 
out that the present program calls for 
the completion of the route by that 
date and present conditions point to 
work keeping pace with the schedule. 
He traced the progress of operations 
now being carried out, and conveyed 
to the delegates the important infor- 
mation that the road from Cardston to 
the international boundary, leading to 
Babb and Glacier parks is now being 
gravelled and will be open for traffic 
in the course of a month. 

Commissioner. Davidson and O. 8. 
Warden, member of the Montana 
State Highway Commission, were the 
outstanding speakers at the afternoon 
session, While Mr. Davidson’s report 
was one of progress and encourage- 
ment, Mr. Warden had a somewhat 


disappointing message to convey. He 
emphasized the point, however, that a 
spirit of optimism prevailed and it 
was felt that the state of Montana 
would soon come to realize the im- 
portance of tourist traffic and the 
necessity of fitting its roads to at- 
tract. holiday travellers. The state 
has failed to make good the promised 
highway. development’ this. year. ~: 

Forty ‘delegates were in attendance 
at. the morning session and 76 in the 
afternoon. A banquet was arranged 
for the delegates after the meeting, 
and also a ball game between Great 
Falls and Sweetgrass. Later in the 
evening, a dance was the feature en- 
tertainment, 

Resolutions were placed before 
the meeting and carried. The follow- 
ing is a summary of the most import- 
ant: 

1. That the executive of the Sun- 
shine Trail association foster the or- 
ganization of auto clubs and good 
roads associations in every city and 
town along the route. 

2. That provision be made for the 
expenses of the association by the 
allotment to each city and town of 
fees ranging from $10 to $25, accord- 
ing to population. 

3. That the association present to 
the state of Montana and the province 
of Alberta figures to show the import- 
ance of encouraging tourist traffic 
with the object of prevailing upon 
those officials to allot all auto license 
fees and gasoline tax revenue to the 
promotion of the highways. 

4. That the Sunshine Trail be 
marked thoroughly and that master 
signs be set up at every city and town 
giving the name of the place, the dis- 
tance to nearest centres, north and 
south, and the mileage to the termin- 
als. 

5. That every city and town on the 
trail set up and maintain eonvenient 
markings to instruet travelers as to 
entrances and exits, 

6. That a speciai publicity cam- 
paign be carried out the year round, 
dealing with the atiractive features 
on the Sunshine trail. 

7. That a sane system of road con- 
struction be carried out on a_busi- 
ness basis and this matter be freed 
from all political interferences. 

The convention next year will be 
held at Lethbridge. Edmonton extend- 
ed an invitation through Charles 
Grant, but it was considered to be too 
far for southern Montana delegates. 

Charles Grant, of Hdmonton, was 
elected regional director for the terri- 
tory, Edmonton to Red Deer,

DEAD IN HIS BED 


Great U.S. Statesman Died 
Suddenly at Dayton, Tenn. 
on Sunday Last 


Dayton, Tenn., July 27,—William 
Jennings Bryan, three ‘times presiden- 
tial nominee of the Democratic party, 
and known the world over for his elo- 
quence, died her Sunday afternoon, 

The end came while the great com- 
moner was asleep, and was attributed 
by physicians to apoplexy. He had re- 
tired to his room shortly after cating 
a heavy dinner to take a short rest. 
Mrs. Bryan sent the family chauffeur, 
Jim McCartney, to wake him about 
4:30 and it was learned then that he 
was dead. 

Dr. W. F. Thomason and Dr. A. C. 
Broyles, who examined the body, ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Bryan 
had been dead between 30 and 40 
minutes before they arrived. Funeral 
arrangements had not /been completed 
late last night, but Mrs. Bryan  indi- 
cated that interment would be in Ar- 
lington cemetery, 

Mr. Bryan, who: was a colonel in 
the Third Nebraska Volunteers during 
the Spanish-American ‘war, on several 
occasions had expressed a desire to 
be buried in Arlington, 

Mr, Bryan's death came on the eve 
of another: crusade he had planned to 
carry before the American people—a 
battle against modéri.jm, . He return- 
ed: to Dayton» Sravy.*Saorning after 
having made addresses Saturday at 
Jasper and Westchester, Tenn., and 
after having finished the arrange- 
ments for the early publication of the 
speech he was to have made in clos- 
ing the trial of John T. Scopes, who 
recently was found guilty of violat- 
ing the Tennessee anti-evolution law. 

Despite the strenuous program Mr. 
Bryan had been following as a mem- 
ber of the prosecution staff in the 
Scopes case, and as leader of the fun- 
damentalists, he appeared in excellent 
health. 

Just before he entered his room to 
rest he told his wife that he had 
never felt better in his life and was 
ready to go before the country to 
wage his fight in behalf of fundamen- 
talism. About 4:30 o'clock, Mrs. Bry- 
an said she felt her husband had slept 
long enough, so she sent the chauf- 
feur, who was also his personal at- 
tendant, to wake him. McCartney 
shook Mr. Bryan twice before he no- 
ticed the latter was not breathing. 

Known in his youth as the “silver- 
tongued boy orator of the Platte,” it 
was Mr. Bryan's eloquence in his 
famous “cross of gold" speech at the 
Democratic national convention in 
Chicago in 1896 that made him the 
choice of his party. 

The former secretary of state was 
born in Salem, Ill, March 19, 1860, 
His father was Silas Lillard Bryan, a 
native of Culpepper county, Virginia, 
a lawyer and judge. 

Mr, Bryan and Woodrow Wilson had 
many ideals in common. When Mr, 
Wilson was elected president he ap- 
pointed Mr. Bryan secretary of state. 
Mr. Bryan’s resignation from the cab- 
inet, which occurred on June 9, 19165, 
came as a thunderclap from a clear 
sky. 

Mr. Bryan, in his long advocacy of 
teetotalism, was credited by many 
with having done more than any other 
American outside of the prohibition 
party to force the adoption of the 
cighteenth amendment to the consti- 
tution, making the United States a 
“dry” nation,

CROP OUTLOOK 
OVER WEST BETTER 
IS C.P.R. REPORT 


General Rains, with Cooler 
Weather, Benefits Crops 
in Alberta 


Winnipeg, July 28. — Rains during 
the past week have aided many crop 
districts throughout the prairie pro- 
vinees and aside from some drought 


stricken areas, conditions are more 
favorable, according to the report is- 
sued by the agricultural department 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, here 
today. There are, however, many 
sections which require further preci- 
pitation, 

Present indications are that cutting 
on a general scale will commence in 
all three provinces around the middle 
of August. In quite a number of dis- 
tricts barley will be cut during this 
week. There have been no reports of 
hail or rust damage during the past 
week, 

The situation by provinces is as fol- 
lows: 

Manitoba—Cool, breezy weather 
during the week was entirely favor- 
able for crop growth and counteracted 
to a large extent any damage that oc- 
curred from the extreme heat of the 
previous week. Some districts are 
still in need of rain, but crops gener- 
ally are making favorable growth. 
Barley and rye cutting will start at 
many points during the present week, 

Saskatchewan—Good rainfall of the 
past week materially relieved what 
was a critical crop situation in south- 
ern sections of the province, Rains 
were of great benefit to crop in gen- 
eral, which are making good progress, 
except on limited acreage of light soil 
where the extreme heat did heavy 
damage. Practically, wheat is in the 
head and a fair percentage in the 
flowering stage, Wstlmatas of the 
probable wheat yield) from various 
districts range from 15 to 35 bushels 
to the acre. More rainfall, however, 
is required in a number of districts. 

Alberta—Goeneral rains during the 
week have been quite light, but ae- 
conpanying cool weather will benefit 
filling of grain and will be particularly 
helpful in the southern districts to 
crops that still have a chanee for re- 
covery. Many points are still in need 
of rain. 

I.D, & B.C. Railway — Rains have 
improved the general outlook. Wheat 
cutting should start fairly general in 
two weeks. 

British Columbia.—Situation is gen- 
erally favorable. Fruit trees are free 
of disease this year, and shipping 
quality should be good. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS

London, July 27.—After several 
years work, the League of Nations has 
finished the first complete assessment 
of the material losses of the world 
war, officially compiled from all na- 
tions that participated. 

Here is the net result of the shot 
fired eleven years ago next Wednes- 
day by a gay Austrian officer: 

5,998,771 known dead, 

2,991,800 presumed dead, 

6,295,512 seriously wounded. 

14,002,089 otherwise wounded. 

$186,533,687,097, direct cost of 
war, 

$29,960,000,000 property loss of 
war, 

$38,551,276,280, capitalized value of 
loss of life. ‘ 

In assessing the capitalized value of 
life loss, the league figures the value 
of a human life for war purposes at 
$4,720 for Americans, $4,110 for Brit- 
ish and $2,900 for French.

Fifteen million dollars will be paid 
to members of the  interprovincial 
wheat pools before August 1, accord- 
ing to an official statement issued by 
the president of the Canadian Coopera- 
tive Wheat Producers limited. The 
second interim payment will amount 
to 20 cents a bushel, basis number one 
wheat, and brings the total already 
distributed to $1.55 a bushel on the 
1924 crop. The statement intimates 
that the final instalment will be made 
some time next month, 

Due to the volume of wheat received 
by the peol during recent weeks, the 
1924 pool was not closed until July 15, 

Twenty cents a bushel will be paid 
on numbers 1, 2, 8 and 4 northern, 
also the toughs of these grades; 15 
cents on number 5, tough 5 and re- 
jected grades, and 10 cents will be 
paid on number 6, tough 6, smuttys 
and rejected of other grades.

Winnipeg, July 26—Delighted with

The history of North Bay is one 
that is not generally known to all 
Canadians, even though the name is 
familiar from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, ag a great railroad centre. 
North Bay was originally discovered 
by Samuel de Champlain in 1615 and 
was a post on the old trail from the 
Ottawa to the Great Lakes in the 
time of the great French explorer. 

The first settlements here are re- 
corded ag in 1882, ‘with the coming 
of the first train over the Canadian 
Pacifie Railway. North Bay was 
never incorporated as a village. Like 
Topsy, it just grew and became offi- 
cially a town in 1891, Tn 1895, the 


population was 2,024, in 1905 it was 
3,813, and in 1915 it was 10,041, and 


its position as a City next August. 


The Canadian Pacific paved tho 
way for North Bay. The old Grand 
Trunk followed with its first train 
in June, 1888. Next was Northern 
Ontario's dwn railway, the Temis- 
kaming and Northern Ontario, which 
was built north to the mining areas 
from North Bay in 1904, the first 
train being operated out of here on 
January 12th, 1905. The Canadian 
Northern was the fourth line to 
come in here, their first train arriv- 
ing on September Uth, 1915. 


Three and a half tons of gold bul- 
lion pass through North Bay every 
month from the Northern Mines, to- 
gether with 13 tons of silver bullion, 
508 tons of high-grade silver ores, 
6,080 tons of pulp and 12,450 tons 
of paper. Tt makes a formidable 
array when checked up.

His answer, I believe, is good to 
pass along to other car owners.

He said that every morning before 
he started to town he dusted his 
machine thoroughly with a light 
cloth dampened with auto polish, and 
washed off any mud that had collected 
the day before, looked over his tires, 
tested them with a guage, turned 
down a grease cup or two and then 
drove away. This, he said, took him 
less than ten minutes every morning. 

One morning a week he spent an 
hour or two goitig over his car more 
thoroughly. All motor adjustments 
were attended to at this time and the 
storage battery was tested with a hy- 
drometer and water was added if it 
was needed. 

Every month he spent an extra hour 
or two greasing his car, applying top 
dressing to the top and side curtains 
to waterproof and preserve them, Any 
chipped parts or places starting to 
rust were touched up with a little air- 
drying enamel. 

The result is that after five years 
with only the investment of a little 
time and a few “car savers” his car 
is in exeelent mechanical condition 
and from the outward appearance |

in very early spring. Red-stalked var- 
jeties such as “Ruby” developed by 
the central experimental farm, Ottawa, 
and the Macdonald College rhubarb 
Possess distinct advantages over the 
many old-time commercial varieties. 

Many people seek information upon } 
the causes of plants sending forth 
many seed-stalks, and what had best 
be done under the circumstances. Of 
course, it is the nature of plants to 
attempt to produce seeds but this 
production of seed stalks is stimulated 
when plants do not receive fair treat- 
ment, When stalks are harvested 
very closely and late in the season, 
the plants become weakened. 

To get pleasing results from the 
rhubarb plantation it is well to al- 
ways leave a few leaf stalks on the 
plant, remove seed stalks as soon as 
they appear by cutting off near the 
stump; cease harvesting the crop by 
the end of June, and fertilize early in 
July, rather heavily. This treatment 
will give the plants a chance to be- 
come, and remain, sturdy and to store 
up much reserve food which will pro- 
vide resources for the sending up of 
a heavy crop of stalks the next spring. 
Well rotted cow manure is excellent 
fertilizer and this may be supplement- 
ed with commercial fertilizers if even 
better results are  desired.—Experi- 
mental Farm Note.

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POISON IVY YIELDS TO 
THE SIMPLE APLICATIONS 
OF SODA OR EPSOM SALTS 


A great many people going to camp 
or summer cottage find their holiday 
spoiled through coming into contact 
with poison ivy. Poison ivy is a low, 
bushy, slightly woody-stemmed plant 
and bears leaves of triple, smoothish, 
pointed leaflets and frequently the 
old clusters of round, whilish fruits 
beneath them. Few seem to be aware 
that on contact with the weed, or 
even with shoes, tools, ete., that have 
been in contact, they should promptly 
remove all traces of its virulent oil 
by freely lathering the skin with 
strong soap and rinsing under hot, 
running water. Baking soda, or Ep- 
som Salts, one or two teaspoonfuls 
to a cup of water, and bandaging will 
be as effective as expensive treatment. 
Poison ivy can be removed from 
grounds with a hoe or hook or by 
plowing or by treating the ground in 
rocky places with caustic soda and 
chemicals,
